A PPOINTMENT by Governor Young of John R. Quinn 
-t*- as county supervisor to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of R. F. McClellan, wilPmeet the approval of every 
man and woman who knows this straightforward, capable 
, Californian who has already served well the nation in time 
of war,'and his state in time of peace. 


John R. Quinn is comparatively a young man. He was 


raised in the middle part of the state, the son of a cattle 
rancher, of splendid pioneer stock. He rode the ranges as 
a boy, herding cattle, bossing round-ups, riding line -fences. 
He is a university graduate,- and this fact has caused him 
to be--known in American Legion circles as the "educated 
cowboy." He was an artillery captain in the world-war, 
and emerged to take up the fight'for his disabled comrades 
and their families, rising by reason of his ability and his 
friend-making qualities to become state commander of the 
American Legion in California, and thence to the position 
of national commander. His year at the head of 800,000 
American Legion members in the country is remembered 
as one of the high points of achievement in that organiza- 
tion. His "ouddfes" are behind him one hundred per cent. 


Since the war he has been a banker, and for a number of 


years the chairman of the state's bureau handling the busi- 
ness of the California farm and home purchase act, which 
enables veterans enlisted or inducted into service from this 
state to procure homes or farms thru loans from the state, 
with virtually a lifetime to pay out, and at a small rate of 
interest. He has handled thirty million dollars of this 
money for the state, and not a single investment has proved 
to be undesirable. All the money loaned eventually comes 
back to the state treasury. 


John Quinn is sound-minded. He cannot be stampeded, 


but at the same time takes a lively human interest in what 
is going on around him. He has an alert mind, and a huge 
capacity for work. He will bring to the board of super- 
visors a knowledge of .business and finance, a knowledge 
of the needs of the county, especially as relating to agricul- 
ture, water conservation and flotod conjtrol. His personal 
habits are above reproach, his family life reflecting the

Supervision of all reservoirs and 


flood control dams over fifteen feet 
in height, under the now law enacted 
since the St. Francis dam disaster, 
began this week in Los Angeles 
county by the state officials, .when 
Edward 'Hyatt of the state water 
department, and his chief assistant, 
George W. Hawley, inspected several 
dams of the county flood control dis-

It is not expected that 
any report will be forthcoming for 
several months, according to a state- 
ment by Hyatt this week in the San 
Gabriel valley. 


The work has been assigned to 


Mr. Hawley and a state engineering 
staff. The party made a preliminary 
visit to Sawpit dam above Monrovia, 
Puddingstone and San Dimas dams 
near Covina, and to Pacoima dam in 
the San Fernando valley. They are 
also to spend considerable time at 
the site of the Big Tujunga dam, a 
new project of the flood control dis-

The tenderness or shortness of pas- 


;ry depends to a great extent upon 
;he amount of flour in proportion to 
,he shortening. As a general rule, use 
one-fourth to one-third as much, 
shortening as flour. Just enough wa- 
ier should bo used to cause the paste 
to stick together, for the less amount 
of water, the more brittle the crust 
will be. The paste should be put to- 
gether quickly and handled as little 
as possible, for a great deal of hand- 
ling results in a tough crust. 


All ingredients should be as cold 


as possible, for if the shortening is 
warm and soft it will stick to the 
3oard. 


A thin fruit juice has a tendency 


to soak into the crust. Rubbing the 
crust with the white of eggs helps 
to prevent this. 


If an upper crust is used, it must 


be split in several places to allow 
the steam to escape. 


The Ford Motor company earned 


$81,797,861 profits in 1929. That was 
the first profitable year since 1926. 
In 1927, when the factory was shut 
down for six months while new ma- 
cinery for the production of model 
A was being installed, the company 
lost $42,786,727. In 1928 while the 
market for model A was being built 
up, the company lost $72,221,498. 


Those are amazing figures. No less 


amazing is the Ford report of cash 
on hand on December 31, 1929, to- 
taling $346,937,496. Most of this is 
money on deposit, subject to check. 
For many years Henry Ford has car- 
ried a larger cash balance than any 
man in the world ever had. 


Only a closed corporation like this 


in which all of the stock is owned 
by one man, his wife and his son, 


can do business on such a basis. In 
other 'corporations, stockholders de- 
mand distribution of assets in divi- 
dends, Mr. Ford once told me that 
the reason he bot out his other stock- 
holders, Senator Couzens and the 
Dodge brothers, was because they 
wanted dividends and he wanted to 
use the profits to enlarge the busi- 
ness and reduce the cost of produc- 
tion. 
If he had not had such enor- 


mous caSh resources he could not 
have weathered the crisis which the 
abandonment of the old. model T 
caused. As it was, the loss of $115,- 
000,000 in two years was a more in- 
cident. 


CROSSINGS 


Nearly half of the 30,000 annual 


deaths in automobile accidents in 
America occur where highways cross 
railroad tracks on the same grade. 
Some states have begun work on pro- 
grams of eliminating every grade 
crossing, compelling the railroads to 
pay most of the coat. 
TUxe federal 


government is taking an active part 
in this movement, in the case of 
roads which are built with federal 
aid. Since 1917 4626 grade crossings 
have been eliminated on federal aid 
roads. 


It ia not always necessary to build 


a bridge over the railroad or a sub- 
way under it. Only 995 of these cross- 
ings were eliminated in this way; 


simple means of relocating the high- 
way itself. 


One of the things that is going to 


come about in America is a highway 
system in which this cause of acci- 
dent and death will be absent.

Good Pie Crust 


To make crust try this recipe: 


One and one-half cups flour, one- 
third to one'-half cup shortening, one- 
half teaspoon salt, cold water. 


Sift flour and salt together, cut in 


the fat by means of two knives until 
all is reduced to a fine powder. Add 
the cold water slowly and just 
enough to make the dough stick to- 
gether. Put out on a floured board 
and roll thinly into a circular shape 
to fit the plate. Fit it loosely into 
the plate, allowing it to come a little 
over the edge, as it shrinks when 
baked. Trim edges. 


If two crusts are used, moisten the 


edges of lower crust before placing 
upper crust and then press edges to- 
gether to prevent juice from escap- 
ing. 


Having mastered the pasty part of 


the pie, the next thing is to make 
the pie itself. Here are some sugges- 
tions for it:

Nine Rules for 


Tractor Care 


Believing that many tractor own- 


ers are not getting maximum ser- 
vice from their tractors at minimum 
cost, because they fail to apply the 
simple fundamental principles re- 
garding the care of tractors, Willard 
E. Shepherd, president of Shepherd 
Tractor and Equipment company, has 
prepared a concise list of rules for 
keeping a tractor in condition. 


In referring to this outline of in- 


sWuction, Mr. Shepherd said: "We 
do not alairn that this set of rules 
is original or particularly unusuaj" 
—on the contrary, most, of the infor- 
mation, if not all of it, is quite fa- 
miliar t o everybody who owns a 
"Caterpillar" tractor. But, just as 
a lot of people who know perfectly 
the dangers of neglecting t h e i r 
teeth, keep putting off going to a 
dentist, there are also a lot of trac 
tor owners who need to be reminded 
repeatedly of the fundamenal rules 
for the care of their tractors—even 
though the principles behind these 
rules are all perfectly familiar to 
them. It is with the thought of be 
ing helpful to those who appreciate 
being reminded of things they have 
forgotten or overlooked, that this 
set of rules is being published. Whil 
this particular list of instructions 
are intended particularly for owners 
of "•Caterpillar" tractors, some of 
the rules apply equally as well to 
other kinds of farm machinery. 


1—Use only the better grades of 


lubricants. 


2—Watch your air cleaner closely 


to see that it is in good condition 
and that all joints and jonnections 
between air cleaner and carburetor 
are tight. An air cleaner is as effi- 
cient as it is clean. 
A dirty air 


cleaner will let some dirt go into 
your motor with the result that cy- 
linders, pistons and bearings will be 
damaged. 


3—Test your crank case oil every 


day to see if it is clean, or if it is 
worn out. A good way to try it is 
to feel the cylinder oil between the, 
fingers. 
If it has lost its body— 


change it. 
If it is dirty—change 


it. 


4—Change the oil in your trans- 


mission every 90 days—keep it up 
to the proper level, but don't over 
fill. 


5—Change the oil in the final drive 


cases every 30 days, and inspect 
every day to see that they are up to 
the proper level. 


6—Remove the drain plugs under 


the master clutch and s t e e r i n g

Reaffirming its established stand

Hagen declared that the advertis- 


ing policy had been a long establish- 
ed one, which had saved Orange mer- 
chants thousands of dollars in what 
was considered worthless advertis- 
ing. 


It was also pointed out that be- 


cause an advertising medium is sanc- 
tioned by the 'committee it does not 
necessarily mean that each merchant 
must subscribe to space, that part of 
it naturally being optional with the 
individual merchant.

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Prohibition Enforcement— 


President Hoover's appeal to congress for the immediate 


passage of legislation designed to strengthen his hand in 
the enforcement of the prohibition laws removes all possible 
doubt, if any ever really existed, as to whether or not he is 
in earnest in his desire to make the "dry" laws effective. 


To agitation for the repeal of prohibition, based npon the 


assertion that it cannot be enforced, the president's re- 
sponse is that it has not had a fair chance at enforcement 
under the system which congress has imposed npon the 
executive. He asks that the prohibition unit be transferred 
from the treasury, where it obviously does not belong, to 
the department of justice, where it does belong; that mea- 
sures be adopted to permit the speedy trial of prohibition 
violations in the federal courts; that more room be provided 
in federal prisons for those convicts under this law; that 
the border patrol be unified and made more effective and 
that an adequate statute be adopted for the control of the 
liquor traffic in the District of Columbia, for which congress 
is the local legislative body. 


The president is entitled to adequate tools with which to 


do the work which congress imposes upon him. If the peo 
pie of the United States really want prohibition enforced, 
and have impressed that fact upon their representatives 
in the senate and house, congress will strengthen the presi- 
dent's arm in these respects. If congress fails to do so, 
the fact will be hailed by the advocates of repeal as proof 
that the people are tired of prohibition and do not want it 
enforced. 


On that plea, that public sentiment has changed since 


the eighteenth amendment was adopted, the wets hope to 
win many victories at the polls this year. There are 36 
(senators to be elected in 1930, 435 members of the house 
of representatives, and governors in more than half the 
states. In many, if not most of these contests, the wet ver- 
sus the dry issue will be the paramount one. 


"Whatever else national prohibition has accomplished, it 


has done precisely Avhat such far-seeing statesmen as Presi- 
dents Taft and Wilson predicted it would do—it has cut 
across party lines and thrown the whole political system 
of the United States into confusion. And unless this year's 
election settles the question, which isjunlikely,, there, is^an...,, 
excellent chance that fhe sbTelmqor issue in the next presi- 
dential election will be that of. prohibition. For nothing 
less than a clear-cut national referendum which will deter- 
mine without equivocation just what the people of the 
United States today really desire as to control or suppres- 
sion of the liquor traffic will satisfy the ardent advocates 
either of prohibition or of its repeal. 


Success Is Relative— 


"You cannot say that any man is successful, so long as 


he is alive," said the head of one of America's great in- 
dustries not long ago. He meant that any man might make 
a blunder which would offset all that had gone before, 
no matter how successful he had been. 


That Avas drawing it pretty fine, but how many men 


whom the \vorld regards as "successful" feel that Avay 
about themselves? Find the men \vho feel that they have 
succeeded in doing all that they ever hoped or tried to do 
and you find the unhappiest men alive. They may have 
succeeded in their business enterprises, but they have not 
succeeded in living.

And 
the man or Avomaii who discovers early in life that the 
nearest approach to happiness is thru a constant endeavor 
to do the job in hand as well as it can be done comes nearer 
to success, not only in his or her immediate occupation, 
but in the broader sense of living a successful life.

Recently I met in a hotel restaurant a friend of mine who 


has just come back from England after taking special work 
in surgery under one of the greatest men in the world. 


He is thirty-one years old; it is fourteen years since he en- 


tered college. 


For ten of those fourteen years he has been in medical schools, 


in hospitals, and in foreign countries studying. 


Fourteen long years of hard, uninterrupted study. 
Years 


made more difficult by the necessity for self-support: and filled 
sometimes with questionings as he has seen his college _ class- 
mates moving forward to their places as well paid physicians, 
anad he lingering still in school. 


Yet with what result? 
He has acquired a specialized training such as only a few 


other men in New York possess. 


He will begin life with an income of several thousands; he 


will pay back his educational debts in a couple of years; in ten 
years his income will be tens of thousands. 


Fourteen years of his life went into the mastery of his pro- 


fession. But he need have no fear of losing what he lias gained. 
No other man can displace him, except at the cost of fourteen 
years of work. 


And when he said it he epitomized the philosophy of business. 
The job that the gods sell for two hours' training is worth 


just what it costs. 


Only that job is worth much which has tied to it the price tag 


of constant, unceasing work and study.

VACCINES 


Some time ago I attended a meeting of my medical society, 


the program being a sort of symposium—"What I Know About 
Vaccines"; all members were to participate in the discussion. 
After several interesting talks, one physician, noted for his 
terseness and pointed expression, arose and said, "I can tell you 
in a very short time what I know about vaccines—not a damn 
thing!" 


Nevertheless the vaccines have come to stay. With their judi- 


cious and timely use, typhoid fever has all but become a thing 
of the past. We have learned to depend upon immunizing ef- 
fects of certain vaccines, and thus prevent colds and like respi- 
ratory infections. It is believed that we can immunize against in- 
fluenza, and I am perfectly sure that I have done so in many in- 
stances. Just how long the immunity holds good we do not 
know very definitely. 


It is not to be wondered at that we don't know a very great 


number of things, such as the invisible line of immunity; but 
we do know that certain vaccines keep off certain diseases; 
the principle has been proved in our rather crude method of 
vaccinating against smallpox. With diligent safeguarding we 
have almost banished the scourge from our shores. 


Some individuals have complained to me that, "as soon as 


winter sets in I get a cold that stays with me till warm weather 
comes again"; and this very season I have vaccinated several 
that missed their "colds" this year so far. Your own physician, 
if you consult him about it, will do his utmost to prevent your 
getting sick; and he will know the best preparation to employ 
in your case. Of course there are many worthless preparations 
made to sell; that is the case with every branch of the health 
game. A vaccine, or immunizing preparation, made by a reliable, 
well-known manufacturer, is dependable.
